Uh* Pentagon of undercutUng U.S. 
.strength by pressin g for highly 
sophisticated, costly arm s instead of 
conventional weapons. He claimed 
that more of low-cost weapns would 
strengthen the military and at the 
same time save SA billion. 


Rumsfeld, in warning against cuts in 
the record U S. peacetime defense 
budget, said that in the past IO to 15 
years America has dropped from clear 
military superiority over the Soviet 
Union to "rough equivalence " 


Appearing on ABC's "Issues and 
Answers" program , he said Congress 
has cut 140 billion from 
defense 
budgets in the past si* years. 


"There has been a mind set in the 
Congress that we can continue to cut 
bilboas and billions and billions of 
dollars out of the defease establish­ 
ment at no loss to our country’s secur­ 
ity. And that is false," he said.

charged that the public has been lulled 
into acceptance of military cutbacks 
by "soothing .stories which mask the 
underly ing trends As a nation we are, 
once again, averting our gaze, burying 
our heads in the sand," Schlesinger 
wrote in a Reader's Digest article re­ 
leased Sunday. 


Postal Monopoly To End? 


Pensioners Draw 
Jobless Benefits 


WASHINGTON 
(A P) 
Many 
retirees who draw pensions also are 
able to get full unemployment benefits 
as long as they can show they were 
"forced" to retire and that they are 
.seeking another job. 


The n ation's financially ailing 
unemployment insurance system paid 
out $187 million to an estim ated 161,000 
pensioners in 
1974, an 
Associated 
I Yes* analysis of a Census Bureau 
survey shows. 


An estim ated 90.000 federal, state 
and local government pensioners and 
71.OOO retirees front private busine** 
received checks from public unem­ 
ployment funds in 1974. according to a 
computer analysis. 


The analysis found most of those 
private pensioners also got a third 
check. Social Security benefits 
A 
federal pension is designed to be 
com parable to the total of a private 
pension and Social Security. 


ITedictably, the* practice of paying 
jobless benefits to retirees is con­ 
troversial, even though it involves less 
than I per cent of the total $19 billion 
yearly cost of unemployment com­ 
pensation. Sen. liewey B artlett, R- 
Okla ., has introduced a bill to cut down 
on the practice. 


"Unemployment compensation 
is 
designed to help a person w ho loses his 
job and is facing a rather bleak period 
of time trying to obtain another job. 
It’s to carry him over, perhaps not to 
the level of living to which he has 
becom e accustom ed, 
but as 
an 
emergency subsistence allowance to 
enable him to make it." says Bartlett. 
“To allow persons with a guaranteed 
income from retirem ent to receive 
bonus benefits 
intended solely for

PETERSBURG, Fla (AP) - A 
nationwide program for the early 
detection of breast cancers may ac­ 
tually cause cancer in a few women, 
says the president of the American 
Cancer Society, but prelim inary 
results indicate the program is saving 
the lives of many more. 


Dr. Benjamin F. Byrd Jr , cancer 
society president, said that 245,000 
women over the age of 35 have been 
screened at 27 breast cancer detection 
demonstration projects throughout the 
country. 


Answering questions Friday at the

sciencew riters’ 
sem inar, 
Byrd 
acknowledged 
criticism that radiation from the 
breast X rays — called mammography 
- may cause cancer in a few women 
Such X rays are used as part of the 
screening program 
Mammography has risks because 
it is an invasive technique.” Byrd said. 
"But the results far outweigh the risks 
that may be associated with the 
study.” 
Byrd, who is also professor of 
surgery at Vanderbilt University in

As an author, I spent five years 
researching the executive and per­ 
sonal life of John Kennedy. A first 
book, entitled “A Day in the life of 
President Kennedy," flourished from 
time spent in the White House in 
October, 1963, with Mr. and Mrs.

Patients must learn to limit 
Butz Asked 
To Seek Curbs 
On Beef Imports 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Agriculture 
Secretary Earl L. Butz is being quietly 
asked by cattle producers and some 
farm belt members of Congress to put 
pressure on Australia and New 
Zealand 
immediately 
to 
sign 
agreements limiting beef shipments to 
U.S. markets before he visits those 
countries next month, according to 
informed sources. 
The sources, including government 
and trade officials, 
claim 
that 
Australia and New Zealand are 
stalling on agreeing to new "voluntary 
restraint" levels on beef shipments in 
hopes that they can talk Butz into more 
liberal terms when he visits there in 
mid-April. 
According to law, Butz must an­ 
nounce this week—by April I—how 
much "quota type" meat he expects 
will be imported for all of the 1976 
calendar year. The law says that the 
secretary 
must 
make 
quarterly 
estimates of imports and that, if any of 
those exceed a 
“ trigger” level 
specified by a formula, there must be 
strict mandatory import quotas for the 
remainder of the year. 
When Butz made his initial estimate 
for 1976 three months ago, he said that 
new agreements would be negotiated 
with supplying countries — Australia 
and New Zealand provide about 70 per 
cent- to keep 1976 imports within 
bounds.

If Signed into law, S B. 99 creates a 5 
member Ohio Personal Information 
( ontrol Board to regulate and enforce 
privacy laws for government files, and 
periodically

guarantees. 


The bill requires every government 
agency maintaining a personal in­ 
formation system to file with the state 
the name, nature, ami purpose of the 
system; identifying information about 
the individual directly responsible for 
the system; a description of types of 
information in the system and their 
uses; organisations that may use the 
information, the* number of persons in 
the system; and types of categories 
under which a person may be listed in 
the sy stem 


Safeguards 
against 
inaccurate 
collection of information include 
requirem ents to inform persons 
supplying information whether such 
data is required by law ; maintain only 
accurate; 
tim ely, 
revelant 
and 
complete records; and eliminate data 
that is out of date 
S B. 99 also provides sanctions to 
insure security of such systems, and 
makes unauthorized use or transfer of 
information subject to criminal and 
civil penalties. One person must be 
appointed responsible and all other 
employees with access to personal 
data files would be (ammi by ethics 
regulations. 
Disclosure of personal information 
could be made with written consent of

Auto Tag Sales Problems Seen 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - A two- 
month registration process for Ohio's 
nearly 8 million motor vehicles begins 
April I with officials fearing most 
owners will wait until deadlines ap­ 
proach to buy new license plates 


I ike last year, passenger car owners 
will have 30 days to pay a visit to one of 
the 750 deputy registration agencies 
around the state Most of the registra­ 
tion points are retail outlets, according 
to spokesman Dennis Whelan of the 
state Bureau of Motor Vehicles 


The state Is requiring half of the 
state's owners of passenger cars to 
register in April (those with last 
names starting A through K). and the 
rest (I/-Z) in May. 


Commercial truck and trailer plates 
have been on sale for nearly a month, 
and owners of other trucks, motor­ 
cycles, farm vehicles and mobile 
homes can register anytime between 
April I and May 31. However, they are 
reminded to register their passenger 
cars in the prescribed period ac­ 
cording to last name of owner. 


Cost of the red-on-white plates is 
basically 111 for passenger cars, and 
variable for other vehicles depending 
on weight 
Unlike last year, the state's law 
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enforcement agencies have announced 
they will not be lenient with those who 
fail to register their vehicles before the 
deadline that applies to them. A 
maximum fine of $25 has been set by 
law for driving a vehicle with an ex­ 
pired registration 
• We put in the staggered system of 
passenger car registration last year, 
and everyone waited until the last 
minute," said Whelan. Most people es­ 
caped hassles for being late, he ex­ 
plained, because law enforcement 
agencies did not stringently enforce 
the deadlines. 
"But this year the deadlines will bi* 
enforced. There won’t be a grace 
period for motorists,'' he cautioned. 
The plates on sale beginning April I 
will 
not 
have 
the 
"Seat 
Belts 
Fastened'’" slogan to make room for 
the adhesive tags which motorists will

be able to purchase in coming years to 
update their vehicle registration 
Although the plates are expected to 
last three or four years, they may be 
used even longer, at least as long as 
space for adhesive tags remains. 
Whelan said. 
Nearly 16 million of the metal plates 
rolled off the presses this year at the 
lebanon Correctional Institution 
Some 
deputy 
registrars 
have 
reported massive problems in their 
shipments of plates. In Toledo, 
registrars found empty envelopes, 
envelopes with one plate, envelopes 
with two plates with different numbers 
and even envelopes containing three 
plates with mixed numbers. 
A spokesman at the lebanon facility 
attributed the errors to the large 
workload and to high turnover in the 
plant.

There can be only 
one explanation: this man must have 
exercised undue influence over my 
sister." 


But the court held the will valid. The 
judge said: 
"The law does not require that a 
testor shall be just If he possesses the 
requisite mental capacity, he has the 
right to make an unequal distribution 
of his property .” 


Courts generally agree One reason 
is their reluctance to second-guess 
someone who is no longer available to 
make explanations or to clarify 
possible hidden motives. 


Nevertheless, 
“ u n n a t u r a l” 
provisions in a will may help prove 
undue influence when there are also 
other circumstances pointing in that 
direction. 
Another widow left everything to a 
male companion, cutting off her only 
child without a cent But it also ap­ 
peared that she had shown symptoms 
of mental deterioration and signs of 
terror. 
Here, a court decided there was 
enough evidence to .sustain the jury’s 
verdict of undue influence 
Furthermore, a will may fail if it not 
only is unfair to individuals but also 
violates public policy One man set up 
a trust fund for las two broilers, on 
condition that they never again speak 
or write to his two sisters. 
But a court ruled that this "w ill of 
hate" would not be enforced, because 
society prefers to encourage domestic 
harmony. The judge said he would not 
"help the testator use the power of his 
wealth to disrupt this family ."

For all of Ila faults, the foreign aid 
appropriations btl! which passed the 
House, and more recently the Senate, 
had at least one redeem ing quality. 


Before final passage, my colleagues 
and I successfully am ended the 
legislation to deny assistance to any 
country that is delinquent one year or 
more in repaying its debts to the 
United States, The Senate bill con­ 
tained a sim ilar restriction 
( onside ring the zeal with which our 
F ed eral G overnm ent goes afte r 
American citizens found delinquent in 
paying their required income taxes, it 
is sad to realize that this sam e 
governm ent has shown little in­ 
clination to demand repaym ent of 
debts owed it by foreign governments. 
The debts are, in fact, owed to 
American taxpayers, many of whom 
find them selves hounded for the very 
lax money that is ultimately to be 
loaned or “give n,” as it often turns out, 
to deadbeat governm ents abroad. 


Much of the problem lies with our 
suite Departm ent, which chooses to 
turn loans 
seriously negotiated with 
promise to repay — into gifts, by 
showing no effort to collect them . The 
distinction between grants to foreign 
natioas and loans has alm ost disap­ 
p eared . F o rtu n ately , C ongress is 
beginning 
to dem and an 
end 
to 
writeoffs on loans defaulted on by 
foreign nations, many of which are 
extremely wealthy. 
The dollar figure of debts owed the 
United States is no small m atter to 
Americans 
struggling 
with 
unem­ 
ployment, inflation, and high taxes. 
When taxpayers in this country are 
saddled with the burden of making up 
the loss of revenue resulting from 
unpaid foreign debts, they have every 
reason to demand that their govern­ 
ment collect these debts and lighten 
this burden. 


As of June JO, 1975, some 157 coun­ 
tries had received U.S. loans and 
credits 
not grants 
and IOO of them 
were delinquent for I year or more. 
It .should Im* clear lo all even our 
State Departm ent 
that if a nation

really intend to meet the obligation. 
Some of the top oil producing nations 
eagerly channel their money 
into 
American investments but fail to pay 
their debts to the United States. 
Some m em bers of the Organization 
of 
Petroleum 
exporting 
Countries 
(OPEC) for example, have derived 
billions from inflated oil prices 
largely at our expense 
and yet owe 
our government millions, and their 
debt continues to grow. 
In fa< t, nine of the 13 m em bers in 
OPEC were delinquent 90 days or 
more, as of June 30, 1975. At that time, 
their debt totaled almost IOO million. 
Oddly 
enough, only four OPEC 
members were delinquent prior to the 
huge oil price txjost in the fall of 1973. 
Some of these foreign debts date to 
World War I, ami some of the debtors 
are long-time allies. The total foreign 
debt owed the United Suites, ex­ 
cluding interest on debts incurred 
since 1940, comes to well over 156 
billion. 
Some 17 European countries still 
owe us nearly $24 billion for debts 
incurred in World War I Not only have 
these debts never been dropped from 
our books, they have continued to be 
carried as legal and binding debts due 
us, with no effort made to collect them. 
It is time our government dropped 
its double standard in 
vigorously 
pursuing the collection of taxes owed 
by American citizens while ignoring 
debts owed by foreign governments. 
A fter 
all, 
when 
the 
F ederal 
Government loans money to farm ers 
through 
the 
Fanners 
Home 
A dm inistration, 
it 
expects 
replacem ent. If it guarantees loans to 
American college students, it expects 
repaym ent, lf it loaas money to cities 
and corporations in this country, it 
expects repaym ent. If repaym ent is 
not made, those who default will 
probably face legal action. 
There can be no justification for 
giving better treatm ent to foreigners 
than to Americans. If we continue this 
kind of policy, our government will 
lose more than money. It will lose the 
faith and respect of its citizens.
